Habitat Not Made for Humanity 





For 50 years, researchers have lived on the pure, wild reaches of the Farallon Islands roughly 30 miles from San Francisco. Here's what it's like 
to be the only humans allowed.

Just 30 miles away from San 
Francisco's bitter housing debates and 
scooter-filled streets, a group of resident 
scientists comprise the only people al- 
lowed on the magnificently wild yet deli- 
cate Farallon Islands. 

The rotating team of researchers 
come from Point Blue Conservation 
Science, a nonprofit that tracks cli- 
mate change and has continuously 
maintained a presence on the islands 
— still technically part of San Fran- 
cisco — for 50 years. But the group 
considers themselves lucky visitors, 
for the Farallon Islands don’t belong 
to humans. 

Four small islands make up the of 
the 211-acre Farallon National Wild- 
life Refuge, which President Theodore 
Roosevelt created in 1909 to protect 
species reliant on the area. The Far- 
allones may be rugged and put up a 
tough front to outsiders, but they’re 
a sensitive, fragile ecosystem that’s 
easily disturbed. For that reason, U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service does not al- 
low the general public onto the island, 
although whale tours offer views from 
a distance. 

“It’s essentially an untouched gem 


out here, and we have an opportuni- 
ty to be stewards for this island, do 
science, be so close to civilization and 
feel so remote at the same time,” says 
biologist Garrett Duncan, one of six 
individuals currently stationed on the 
island. ’I joke to people that I live on 
an island in the middle of the Pacific 
and I still get NPR traffic reports.” 

Duncan started documenting 
shark attacks and migratory songbirds 
during the fall 2016 rotation — one 
of three each year — but he now re- 
searches mammals. One recent day 
was chock-full of pinniped censuses 
and crane training. (Without a proper 
harbor or even a dock, the crane is 
needed every couple weeks to launch 
a smaller 15-foot landing boat into 
the water to so it can be reloaded with 
supplies.) 

While the Bay Area battles con- 
gested roads or delayed public transit, 
these researchers commute to work by 
hopping around to different study sites 
— after waking up at sunrise in two 
old lighthouse-keeper cottages. Their 
goal is simply to gather weather and 
environmental data and how it relates 
to the wildlife populations, from the 
sea lions and sharks to the largest sea- 
bird breeding colony in the continental 
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United States, which also faces threats 
from climate change. 

Point Blue’s long-term data sets 
have informed subsequent public pol- 
icy, including the 1981 establishment 
of what’s now called the Greater Far- 
allones National Marine Sanctuary, 

a 1987 ban on grill-net fishing in the 
Gulf of the Farallones and northern 
Monterey Bay, a 1993 state law that 
prevents hunting of great white 
sharks off the California Coast, and 
the expansion of California Marine 
Wildlife Protection Act regulations to 
the surrounding Farallones in 2010. 

Pete Warzybok, who has spent 
more than 2,000 nights on the island 
since 2000, is most proud of spurring 
regulations to rebuild the population 
of the common murre, a waterbird 
that once numbered half a million be- 
fore egg collecting and oil spills. Plus, 
Northern fur Seals have repopulated 
exponentially since they returned to 
the island in the 1970s — rebounding 
after the island-wide slaughter in 
1800s for their thick fur. We can still 
meet our human needs without being 
destructive, adds Warzybok, who stud- 
ies the 300,000 seabirds careening 
around the islands. 

“The Farallones used to have a lot 


of disturbance,” he says. “We know 
that [species] are resilient so if we can 
reduce impact and give them a chance 
to do their thing, they will bounce 
back.” 

When researchers aren't busy col- 
lecting data for legislators, they rotate 
cooking duties, play games, and tell 
stories of their times on the islands. 
Though the Farallones are far from 
quiet, they’re still remote. Researchers 
don’t spend more than two months 
there before returning to the mainland, 
where it can feel claustrophobic upon 
return. 

Before the California Academy of 
Sciences set up a live webcam with a 
strong wifi in 2007, the researchers used 
a radio phone with the second antenna 
in Bolinas. Both Warzybok and Duncan 
say that the internet signal is now stron- 
ger on the island, where they can now 
FaceTime and stream Netflix, than it is 
at home. 

“It used to be very isolating, but 
now it’s a little more connected,” says 
Warzybok, who can now keep in better 
touch with friends and family — includ- 
ing his wife in Petaluma. “You're not as 
immersed as you maybe once were.” 

So how did the current group of 
scientists celebrate the holidays away

from their families on a obscure is- 
land? By scavenging for Christmas tree 
ornaments from the plastic items gath- 
ered by seabirds, of course. 

There are some nice toy cars every 
once in a while, Duncan says. 

This is his second year supervising 
the winter crew, so he pretends it’s 
Christmas with his family in Modesto 
before setting sail for the Farallones. 
As for New Year’s Eve, the group can 
watch the fireworks display over the 
Embarcadero with the help of enor- 
mous binoculars (and clear enough 
skies). 

Duncan says the islands are dras- 
tically different with each season and 
that he falls in love with the aston- 
ishing environment in a different way 
each time. Though most humans will 
never see for themselves, they can also 
learn to let this place remain uniquely 
pristine and valuable. 

“It’s not a comfortable place for hu- 
mans to be, and that’s also what makes 
it important for people to protect,” 
Warzybok says. “It’s really [wildlife’s] 
land, and we are the visitors there.”

“Truth or Nah?” 


Placards Hit Muni 


Do the facts support SFDPH's 
new cannabis-education 
Campaign geared toward 
teenagers? 


If you’ve been on Muni lately, 
you may have noticed a new type of ad 


that’s taken residence on our city’s buses. 


“Truth or Nah?” is the brainchild of San 
Francisco’s Department of Public Health 
and reflects its desire to ensure San 
Francisco’s youth have the facts about 
cannabis. Clearly intended to target 
teenagers in its language and tone, the 
placards in rotation dispute two notions: 
that weed can’t be harmful because it’s a 
plant, and that edibles are a safer alter- 
native to smoking or vaporizing. 

Not everyone is pleased about the 
SFDPH’s new public service announce- 
ments. In a letter provided to SF Week- 
ly, Brownie Mary Democratic Club 
President David Goldman suggests to 
department officials that decisions like 
comparing edibles to poison are “scare 
tactics” that do more harm than good. 

Public Safety Officer Veronica Vien 
refutes this assessment. 

“The goal of this campaign is defi- 
nitely to provide factual information 


to the youth,” she says. “We want to 
dispel all of the myths that could po- 
tentially be out there among them and 
their peers.” 

Of the 10 questions featured on the 
“Truth or Nah?” website, several ad- 
dress the current legal standing of can- 
nabis and seem for all intents and pur- 
poses to be helpful reminders of what 
is and isn’t allowed in the relatively 
new world of legalized pot. One focus- 
es on whether cannabis can be brought 
to campus, while another addresses 
the risks of driving while stoned. 

While these entries in the campaign 
may be viewed as fairly innocuous, oth- 
ers proffer more tenuous assessments. 

A question about whether using “a 
little weed now’ will affect one’s future 
is answered in part with a warning 
that “research shows that if you start 
using cannabis before you are 18, or 
use cannabis regularly, 
you may be at higher 
risk for things like 
unemployment, suspen- 
sion from sports teams, 
loss of federal financial 
aid, or lower grades in 
school.” However, ac- 
cording to an exhaustive 
2017 study published by 
the National Academies 
of Sciences, Engineering, 
and Medicine, “there

is limited evidence of a statistical as- 
sociation between cannabis use and 
increased rates of unemployment.” 

Another question about the overall 
safety of weed is answered with the 
statement that “nearly one out of 10 
people who use cannabis when they 
are young have severe health problems 
resulting from it.” This nebulous claim 
seems to ignore contradictory infor- 
mation, like a 2017 New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine study that states there 
is no conclusive proof that cannabidiol 
“an effective anti-seizure drug” for 
children who suffer from epilepsy. 

If the intent is to educate, why hold 
back on some of the facts? 

Fortunately, the vast majority of 
teenagers who see a “Truth or Nah?” 
ad won't suffer from a seizure disor- 
der. But isn’t it equally important to 
inform San Francisco’s youth of 
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cannabis’ proven medical potential as 
it is to warn them that less than one- 
tenth of those who try the plant may 
eventually have a health issue? 

With such information readily 
available, it seems only fair to wonder 
what sources were used by SFPDH in 
putting their new campaign together. 

“We worked with expert con- 
sultants,” Vien says, “who gathered 
research and data from surveys and 
focus groups. They did online research 
and also conducted focus groups with 
our school district students — specif- 
ically middle school and high school 
students.” 

She also confirms that San Francis- 
co’s Cannabis State Legalization Task 
Force — a group first assembled in 
January 2016 to advise the Board of 
Supervisors, the Mayor, and other city 

departments with regards 
to the potential legaliza- 
tion of cannabis — was 
consulted in the early 
stages of developing the 
“Truth or Nah?” initia- 
tive. In addition, SFDPH 
turned to the Harm 
Reduction Coalition to 
offer trainings to district 
middle school and high 
school health teachers. 
At present, SFDPH 
plans to roll “Truth or 


AX, 


Nah?” out in phases, with the intent to 
eventually highlight all 10 of the ques- 
tions currently featured on the cam- 
paign’s website. They are also soliciting 
public comment, and Vien says that 
they are definitely eager to see what 
people have to say. 

“We want to get more feedback 
from youth and hear what they think,” 
she explains. “We are very open to 
feedback and based on that feedback, 
we ll adjust accordingly on whether or 
not we feel these messages are what 
youth want to hear.” 

Now is the time for those who 
may take issue with the messaging of 
“Truth or Nah?” to make their voices 
heard. 

While it appears the SFDPH is oper- 
ating from a place of good intentions, 
the one fact about teenagers we can all 
agree on is that they are especially im- 
pressionable. Perhaps it would be wise 
to ensure that these potential future 
judges, politicians, and doctors hear 
both sides of the story as they come 
of age in a world where cannabis is no 
longer a product of the shadows but a 
topic fit for bus placards.

Steep Rise in Fatal Hit-And-Runs in 2018 


With 10 fatal hit-and-run incidents in San Francisco this year, authorities and advocates struggle to find solutions.

It was a dark night in early Oc- 
tober when Norman Tanner crossed the 
intersection at Oak and Broderick 
streets. As he walked, a driver in a blue 
Prius sped through a red light, knocking 
him over. The driver — said by witnesses 
to bea woman — stopped her car, got 
out, looked at Tanner lying in the street, 
then got back in and drove away. Tanner 
was taken to the emergency room, but 
his injuries were too serious to survive. 
He was taken off life support two days 
later. 

Police shut down the intersection 
for hours that night, directing traffic 
up side streets as they scoured the 
scene for evidence. The car was said 
to have damage on its front end, yet 
nothing has turned up in any auto 
repair shops that linked anyone to the 
crime. 

The case remains open, and it’s 
not the only one. Of the 10 fatal hit- 
and-run collisions in San Francisco in 
2018, half remain unsolved. In 2018, 
hit-and-runs accounted for 39 percent 
of all Vision Zero fatalities on San 
Francisco streets, compared with 15 
percent in 2017, and 17 percent in 
2016. And they’re incredibly difficult 
to crack. 

But it’s not for lack of trying. 

“T have an investigations unit and 
a forensics technical unit that go out 
to every fatality, not only the hit-and- 
runs, Captain Raj Vaswani of the 
police department’s traffic division, 
said at a Vision Zero hearing in Octo- 
ber. The Traffic Collision Investigation 
Unit “basically treats it as a crime 
scene. We interview all the witnesses 
and involved parties, we look at foren- 
sics of the car and roadway. We look 
for cameras and individuals’ videos, 
and we develop leads that way for the 
hit-and-runs.” 

Some cases have more clues than 
others. When Kevin Manning was hit 
by a driver while navigating his pedi- 
cab down Embarcadero in June, SFPD 
managed to find a blurry video taken 
from a Muni train of a suspicious, 
champagne-colored, four-door Honda 
Civic. It was distributed to the media, 
and while news on the case has been 
slim since then, Vaswani says the in- 
vestigation hasn’t been abandoned. 

“We're still looking at leads on 
that,” he said. “We’ve been all over the 
Bay Area investigating that collision. 
We’ve interviewed people, we've in- 
vestigated cars, but it is still an open 
investigation. We had a video team

that went and looked at different 
routes that this person might have 
taken.” 

Other times, SFPD doesn’t get 
even that far; a rough vehicle descrip- 
tion could be given by a witness as in 
the case of Tanner’s hit and run, but 
with hundreds of thousands of cars 
in S.F let alone the Bay Area, it’s like 
finding a needle in a haystack. 

“In order to apprehend or inves- 
tigate these collisions, the public is 
our best asset,” says David Stevenson, 
director of strategic communications 
for SFPD. “To get to the Vision Zero 
goal of 2024 of zero fatality deaths, 
our partnership with the public is es- 
sential. We ask that the public remain 
on scene of these collisions and be a 
good witness.” 


Witnesses aside, one of the 
biggest potential fixes safe street advo- 
cates are pushing for to resolve these 
open cases is the implementation of 
speed-triggered traffic cameras. While 
the city does have cameras to catch peo- 
ple running red lights at 20 different in- 
tersections, they don’t run constantly, 
and only catch people moving through a 
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red light. In contrast, Automated Speed 
Enforcement (ASE) cameras have sen- 
sors that go off when someone is travel- 
ing too fast. As we saw in the video of 
the suspect behind Manning’s death, 
drivers often engage in risky behavior 
before or after a hit-and-run collision, so 
cameras that could catch someone flee- 
ing at high speed toward or away from 
the crime scene could help police zero on 
in on their suspects, and even deter peo- 
ple from fleeing in the first place. 

But this seemingly simple solution 
is stalled at the state level. Despite be- 
ing legal in 142 jurisdictions, ASEs are 
not yet approved for California. As- 
semblymember David Chiu attempted 
to remedy this in 2017 with Assembly 
Bill 342, the Safe Streets Act, which 
would have enabled both San Francis- 
co and San Jose to operate a five-year 
pilot program with the cameras. It 
failed to make it out of committee. 

“Enforcement of speed has to hap- 
pen if we’re going to save lives and 
reach Vision Zero,” Jodie Madeiros, 
executive director of pedestrian ad- 
vocacy group Walk SF, tells SF Weekly. 
She’s got preliminary numbers for this 
year, and notes that “speed enforce- 
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ment — and enforcement of the top 
five most dangerous driving behaviors 
— was down in 2018. 

“With the reality of growing vehicle 
traffic, the city needs to face the fact 
that even when they have sufficient 
numbers of traffic cops on the streets, 
it still won’t be enough,” Madeiros 
adds. “Traffic officers can’t be every- 
where at every moment of the day in 
our busy city. We have to get Automat- 
ed Speed Enforcement cameras in San 
Francisco ASAP.” 


While we have numbers proving 
that fatal hit-and-runs were up and en- 
forcement was down this year, we have 
no numbers on how many severe but not 
deadly hit-and-runs affected the rest of 
the population. For those who survive 
such an incident, having little or no path 
to claiming funds for medical treatments 
can be life-destroying. 

“We get hit-and-run inquiries at 
least monthly,” personal injury lawyer 
Sally Morin tells SF Weekly. “The sever- 
ity can vary — a lot of times, there are 
hit-and-runs where a car might swerve 
and cause a cyclist to swerve but not 
make contact, and so they don’t know 


the incident happened and take off. 
Those are tough, because you don’t 
have anyone that you can go after.” 

Nevertheless, Morin’s firm has 
taken on a number of hit-and-run cas- 
es — and in some cases, even solved 
them. In one instance, a cyclist who 
was cut off by a car flew over her bike’s 
handlebars and fractured both elbows. 
Her injuries were severe; multiple sur- 
geries were necessary, and she quickly 
accrued $150,000 in medical bills. 
After Morin’s legal staff canvassed the 
neighborhood and talked to witnesses, 
they were able to track down the driv- 
er, and settle with his insurance agen- 
cy for the victim’s recovery costs. 

“I’ve had many cases where people 
have driven away and we've gotten 
witnesses,” Morin says. “S.F. is amaz- 
ing for that. The community really 
comes together. People really try to 
look out for each other. I recall one 
case where a guy got clipped by a con- 
struction truck and witnesses chased 
him down.” 

Other times, it’s sheer luck — like 
when a motorcyclist was hit by a driv- 
er who fled the scene, but during the 
collision the license plate fell of their 
car. But most of of her hit-and-run 
cases require some form of on-the- 
ground research. 

“The more common way to get the 
third party is through surveillance 
footage, because so many businesses 
and homes have them,” Morin says. 
“We do a lot of our our own indepen- 
dent investigations.” 

All too often, it’s that surveillance 
footage that can make or break a case. 


As we look toward the city’s 
goal of reducing serious traffic injuries 
and reaching zero traffic fatalities by 
2024, hit-and-runs remain one of the 
more complex challenges to overcome. 
The combinations of safer street infra- 
structure and increased enforcement of 
traffic safety laws are admirable, and ma- 
jor corridors like Valencia Street, where a 
near-fatal hit-and-run occurred earlier 
this year, are shortlisted for life-saving 
improvements. But no one approach is 
going to resolve the crisis on our streets, 
and for police, lawyers, and safe-streets 
advocates alike, the issue of how to pre- 
vent and solve the hit-and-run crisis on 
our streets is unfortunately going to be 
an ongoing challenge for years to come.

The grey area 
of workplace 
discrimination 


This week Ss question comes 
from Kate in San Mateo. 


Q. Working in the male-dominated tech 
field can feel like navigating a proverbial 
“boys club.” | often feel pressured to partic- 
ipate in rowdy after-work social hours in or- 
der to build and maintain relationships with 
prospective mentors, and sometimes over- 
hear talk of male coworkers’ latest rounds 
of golf with a mutual supervisor. | don't 
know whether my career has been directly 
impacted by the social alienation | experi- 
ence, but | can't help but suspect that it 
might be. Do employment discrimination 
laws cover this kind of professional frater- 
nizing? What can | do to change this dis- 
criminatory culture within my organization? 


AsThanks, Kate, for your Important ques- 
tion, which points to a grey area of employ- 
ment discrimination law that undoubtedly 
contributes to the persistence of a “glass 
ceiling” in many male-dominated indus- 
tries. Informal “off-duty” activities and rela- 
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tionships can indeed have major impacts on 
career opportunities, often to the detriment 
of “out-group” employees. Included em- 
ployees may enjoy increased access to su- 
pervisors, customers, or other influential 
actors, and those excluded may suffer the 
stress of alienation or inconsistent partici- 
pation in necessary job-related communica- 
tions. Unfortunate results may include 

lower job performance evaluations or de- 
nial of favorable opportunities based en- 
tirely on non-job-related personal 
impressions. Unfortunately, no employment 
discrimination statute directly addresses 
these informal components of the “glass 
ceiling.” Since the Supreme Court has only 
narrowed its interpretation of discrimina- 
tion laws in the past two decades, It ap- 
pears that many cases will continue to fall 
through the legal cracks until Congress or 
the state legislature enacts new laws to fill 
them. 

As you may know, certain kinds of sex- 
based workplace discrimination are legally 
prohibited by Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
(“Title VII"), a federal law, as well as Cali- 
fornia’s Fair Employment and Housing Act 
(“FEHA"). Title Vil addresses discrimination 
based on sex, race, color, national origin 
and religion by employers of 15 or more em- 
ployees. California's FEHA goes further, pro- 
tecting not only employees, but also job 
applicants, unpaid interns, volunteers, and 
contractors in organizations with 5 or more 
employees, and additionally applies to dis- 
crimination based on ancestry, medical con- 
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ditions, marital status, gender identity 
or expression, age, sexual orientation 
and military/veteran status. 

These anti-discrimination laws pro- 
hibit employment practices that (1) treat 
or impact classes of employees differ- 
ently, (2) create a hostile work environ- 
ment, or (3) retaliate against 
whistleblowers who take action to ad- 
dress workplace discrimination. If un- 
lawful discrimination Is proved, an 
employee may recover back pay, other 
compensatory damages (e.g. reputa- 
tional harm or emotional distress in cer- 
tain cases), punitive damages If justified 
by an employer's malicious conduct, place- 
ment into a rightful job position or equiva- 
lent, or injunctive orders for the employer to 
reform structural discrimination within the 
organization. Where these laws apply, they 
can make great strides to make an Injured 
employee “whole” by remediating past dis- 
crimination. However, courts will only pro- 
vide remedies for discriminatory practices 
that adversely impact the “terms, condi- 
tions, or privileges” of employment (“TCP”), 
such as hiring, firing, compensation, 
changes In job position, employment bene- 
fits, and opportunities for job training and 
apprenticeship. 

Informal relationship building and men- 
torship do not in themselves qualify as 
TCPs. Therefore, neither Title Vil nor FEHA 
provides a remedy for a “boys club” culture 
unless discriminatory practices can be 
shown to: (1) functionally replace a TCP. as 





when meals or other amenities are paid for 
by the employer; (2) lead directly to more 
concrete discriminatory actions, as when 
the opportunity to apply for a promotion is 
only announced during off-duty activities; 
(3) constitute a pattern of exclusion signifi- 
cant enough to create a hostile work envi- 
ronment; or (4) act as whistleblower 
retaliation sufficient to discourage pro- 
tected workplace challenges. Building a 
successful case in any of these circum- 
stances will prove a challenge given the 
federal judiciary’s current pattern of narrow 
holdings in employment discrimination 
cases. If you think you may have a case un- 
der any of these legal theories, | suggest 
you contact an experienced employment 
discrimination attorney. 

Whether or not you think you have a le- 
gal claim under Title VII or FEHA, the first 
place to start is filing a complaint with your 
organization's human resources depart- 


ment. Even if legal remedies prove 
elusive, there are many internal 
changes an organization can make to 
prevent or mitigate an exclusionary 
culture. While privacy concerns bar 
employers from interfering with most 
off-duty activities, employers may 
regulate activities that can be logI- 
cally linked to an employee's perfor- 
mance or to the organization's public 
image. If an exclusionary culture de- 
flates employee morale enough to im- 
pact either job performance or the 
employer's reputation, the organiza- 
tion would be wise to, for example, 
impose barriers to fraternization between 
supervisors and employees over whom they 
have decision-making power. An employer 
may also choose to provide managerial 
training on bias and inclusion, or institute 
formal and regular channels of communica- 
tions through which employees may voice 
concerns.

Nihilism has shown itself to be a 
potent force in American politics, and 
although there is one shady Congres- 
sional race in North Carolina that’s 
still TBD, we’re far enough from the 
midterm elections to look forward with 
a gimlet eye and conclude that it’s prob- 
ably going to dominate the headlines 
through at least Jan. 20, 2021. Grant- 
ed, Democrats control one-half of one 
of the three branches of government, 
and that might be enough to thwart 
most of the Trump administration’s 
worst excesses. But the week running 
up to Christmas might have been the 
most topsy-turvy of this entire decade, 
as Robert Mueller closes in on Trump’s 
inner circle and the NYSE closes in ona 
bear market. 

The president can’t keep his Cabinet 
even close to staffed, and — although 
we ve heard this one before — you can 
smell the giant, poly-tentacled appara- 
tus of the Republican Party slowly de- 
coupling from its titular leader. Credit 
where credit’s due: If some GOP anger 
is over the Justice Department banning 
and even confiscating bump stocks, 
then well and good for the Republic. 
But there’s more going on than a few 
Kansas state senators switching to the 
Democrats, more than Ann Coulter re- 
buking Trump over the ridiculous wall, 
more than Fox & Friends turning on 
him over his outrageous ISIS claims six 
weeks after Fox News stopped tweeting 
altogether. 

The Mattis resignation was a highly 
symbolic blow. At this stage, without 
any remaining “grownups’ in the 
administration — ugh, that awful, 
infantilizing word — and a flurry of 
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subpoenas at the ready, only the most 
venal and foolhardy would work for the 
man. And Trump just left for a 16-day 
vacation at his Floridian palace, where 
the wounds will surely fester and sup- 
purate. 

But here we are in California, poised 
to send an incredible 46 Democrats and 
seven Republicans to D.C. next week 
for the next Congress, with Rep. Nancy 
Pelosi increasingly assured of becoming 
Speaker. The state — which was pretty 
bruised up only seven or eight years 
ago — has budget surpluses and Demo- 
cratic supermajorities in the legislature 
and it feels as though we can ride out 
the rest of this turbulence better than, 
say, Ohio and the rest of the Trump 
Belt. Right this moment, one of San 
Francisco's most pressing issues is how 
to spend an unforeseen $181 million 
tax windfall (out of $415 million total). 
Surely that is the best possible problem 
for our elected representatives to quar- 
rel over. And yet... 

Say, for the sake of argument, you 
strip away the housing crisis and the 
displacement emergency. Ignore how 
everyone you know is either moving 
away or barely hanging on. Even then, 
you come to two dual conclusions that 
require a bit of doublethink to stay cog- 
nizant of. First, by almost any metric, 
early-21st-century Northern California 
may truly be the best time and place 
to exist in human history. And second, 
San Franciscans live in a vortex of 
existential whiplash and anxiety like 
almost never before — and we feel in- 
creasingly powerless to stop it. And did 
you know that California now stands a 
real risk of losing a Congressional seat 
in 2020, for the first time in the state’s 
history? 

Ours is a MoviePass economy, and 
it’s cratering. Facebook is truly and 
profoundly a force for evil in the world, 
and it knows everything about you. 
Nuclear missiles are about to land on 
Hawaii. Nothing is real. How much cha- 
os can this world absorb? The UN dates 
the moment when the irresistible force 
strikes the immovable object as 2040, 
if not sooner. We’ve let dystopian pop 
culture take root in our brainstems, 
but who among us doesn’t feel in their 
bones that that moment may actually 
be now? 

The midterms may have given us 
our counter-moment. Carbon dioxide 
emissions are still going up, not down, 
but the long, long gestation period of 
a revived American left may finally be 
coming to term, at last. If only we can 
make it two more years. 

If Ruth Bader Ginsburg can make it 
two more years. 

Our hope must be cautious even as 
our dreams must remain radical, even if 
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there’s nothing inherently radical about 
a Green New Deal or the principle of 
fairness. Decent people of good will 
have a difficult time reckoning with 
chaos — and at some point in the last 
few years, basic human decency joined 
reality as having a well-known liberal 
bias. When confronted with chaos, the 
president instinctively chooses more 
chaos. We have yet to see what he will 
do when confronted with limitless 
deadlock for the rest of his presidency, 





but you can probably bet on exponen- 
tially greater chaos. To all appearances, 
these are the political death throes of 
a malignant narcissist trapped in the 
same alternate timeline as the rest of 
us, and prone to violent tantrums he 
can’t be bothered to understand the 
consequences of. 

Nancy Pelosi is a canny political 
actor. And the Speaker of the House is 
immediately after the vice president in 
the order of succession. It is entirely

within the realm of possibility that 
the scope of Trump’s downfall could 
produce a President Pelosi sometime in 
2019, a year that still sounds vaguely 
futuristic and therefore not entirely 
free of optimism for a better world. In 
the meantime, “Donald Trump is still 
president” is the new “It’s five o'clock 
somewhere.” Nihilism looms, but we 
still have much hope.

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FACEBOOK IS IMMINENT 





Our growing zeal for standing up to both men and corporations will change the way our social media landscape operates in 2019.

The past two years have been 
bumpy for those in power. In 2017, the 
#MeToo movement brought the ugliness 
of sexism and assault to the surface, 
launching the strongest feminist move- 
ment the nation has seen in decades. In 
contrast, 2018 was a year when corpora- 
tions faced a new wave of challenges 
from their employees, their customers, 
and their investors. We saw this locally, 
when thousands of Marriott workers 
went on strike in San Francisco for 
weeks, demanding better pay and bene- 
fits. Google employees left their desks in 
November and took to the streets to de- 
mand improved accountability for inter- 
nal sexual harassment claims. And 
online shopping behemoth Amazon’s 
stock crashed this fall in part due to its 
declining popularity in the wake of new 
stories exposing warehouse workers’ 
slave-like conditions. 

Not buying a product because you 
don’t like the company’s politics is one 
thing — shout out to all my Nestlé 
haters out there — but intentionally 
canceling an online account that was 
designed to make your life easier takes 
another, different level of commit- 
ment. Are you really going to cancel 
your Amazon account and sacrifice 
the possibility of getting anything you 
could possibly want shipped to your 
doorstep in two days? 

For many people, the struggle with 
such seemingly mundane battles is 
real, and yet blog posts titled “How to 
Cancel Amazon Prime Subscription 
and Get a Refund” get tens of thou- 
sands of clicks. The social pressure 
to disengage from Amazon remains 
strong, and perhaps it’s becoming a 
successful campaign in part because it’s 
fairly easy to visualize the badly paid 
factory workers filling those brown 
boxes with Bluetooth headphones, dog 
sweaters, and vegetable peelers. 

Facebook users on the fence face 
a different challenge. The company’s 
massive data breach earlier this year 
was known in theory to be bad, but 
youd be hard-pressed to find anyone 
who suffered directly from the mistake. 
Similarly, the platform’s disinforma- 
tion campaigns targeting Black voters 
during the 2016 election were unques- 
tionably awful, but still abstract and 
complicated enough to make them 
seem like someone else’s problem. 

Nevertheless, users are dropping 
like flies. It’s even become trendy to 
hate on social media giant Facebook. 
“T hate Facebook,” people say, rolling 


their eyes, and usually following the 
statement with a “but I have to stay on 
it for work.” 

APew study from September showed 
a massive drop in use. After the March 
data breach, 42 percent of those sur- 
veyed said that they’ve have taken a 
break from checking the platform for a 
period of several weeks or more. 

It would be easy to credit this sort of 
loss solely to a sense of righteousness 
on behalf of users, but it wouldn’t be 
entirely accurate. An evolving social 
media culture that values quick, snappy 
images and stories has emerged, and 
Facebook’s longform one-stop-shop 
style — which lumps family members, 
old high school classmates, new col- 
leagues, and businesses into one messy 
smorgasboard — is simply growing 


outdated. The data shows this: 44 per- 
cent of Facebook users between 18 and 
29 have deleted the Facebook app from 
their phone in the past year, choosing 
Snapchat, Instagram, and Twitter over 
that iconic blue F. (Of course, Facebook 
owns Instagram.) 

Lily Sloane, a 34-year-old San Fran- 
cisco therapist and audio producer, has 
debated deleting Facebook for months. 
The combination of data breaches and 
ethical violations have added up, but 
she still hasn’t quite been able to hit 
that delete button. 

“T rage-quit Facebook many years 
ago, but I re-joined when I had work I 
needed to promote,’ she tells SF Week- 
ly. “First, I tried just having a business 
page, and it just didn’t work. I couldn’t 
reach people without having a personal

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page and friend network.” 

Sloane’s podcast A Therapist Walks 
into a Bar took off in part thanks to 
her work promoting it on Facebook, 
but the decision to wrap up the show 
earlier this year has raised the issue of 
deleting her account once again. 

“T feel really paralyzed about this 
decision,” she says. “There have been 
a number of times when a new thing 
comes out, and I don’t do anything. 
The abstractness of the issues makes it 
hard to make a really clear decision. If 
I was like “This bad thing happened to 
me because of the way Facebook runs 
their company’ it would have been easy 
to say ‘Fuck them.’ 

“In the end, it’s the continuous 
news reports that pushes me in that 
direction,” she adds. “Just the discom- 
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fort in not knowing how much influ- 
ence this thing has in my life makes 
me wary. 

Sloane used Facebook to ask her 
friends what they thought about de- 
leting the platform. Some said they 
couldn't get rid of it for work reasons, 
while others said the events feature is 
too useful. One woman confessed she 
values the social contact it provides 
with faraway friends, as she works 
alone. 

In the end, at least with Sloane’s 
friends, it appears that while a per- 
ceived desire to delete Facebook is 
there, the range of functionality it 
brings to people’s lives have yet to be 
replaced by other platforms, in turn 
keeping users engaged. 

But as the media continues to 
uncover human rights violations, 
data breaches, and ethically unsound 
behavior from Facebook, it’s becoming 
harder to ignore, particularly in a soci- 
ety that is rapidly becoming braver in 
standing up to tech corporations (and 
the men behind them). 

“To think that a private company 
would have so much power, whether 
things were being done from an evil 
money-grubbing place or ignorance, 
either way it’s a really big problem. ‘This 
feels like an extension of how don’t 
want men to get away with things,” 
Sloane says, referencing the #MeToo 
movement. “I don’t want unfettered 
capitalism to be getting away with 
harming people because of their greed 
and power. 

“T keep being faced with these de- 
cisions,” she says. “I think a lot of us 
are.” 

These decisions — how much of a 
role we want to play in being complicit 
to bad corporate behavior — aren't go- 
ing to get easier to make in 2019. But 
Americans appear to be on a trajectory. 
People are reading journalists’ expo- 
sees on corporate responsibility and 
corruption not with hopelessness, but 
with a self-righteous sense of power. 
As the #MeToo movement continues 
to teach us, our voices do actually 
make a difference, no matter how 
mighty and rich people or companies 
may be. 

Regardless of what fresh political 
hell 2019 brings, there’s no doubt it’s 
going to be a year of reckoning — not 
just for Facebook, but for us.

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POLICE SECRECY ENDS

Aslew of records related to police 
shootings and misconduct is headed for 
public disclosure in 2019 after a remark- 
able turnaround from secrecy to trans- 
parency in California. 

Beginning Jan. 1, the San Francis- 
co Police Department is one of many 
such agencies statewide preparing to 
process public records requests that 
will apply to personnel records that 
involve police misconduct toward 
members of the public, due to the 
passage of SB 1421. Six months later, 
on July 1, the similarly structured AB 
748 will take effect, covering video 
and audio files involving “critical in- 
cidents.” 

Such incidents apply to police 
or custodial officers discharging a 
firearm or using force that results in 
death or great bodily injury, including 
sexual assault. Personnel records may 
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be uncovered after a certain period of 
time and if an investigation affirms 
any allegations. 

“This is really a long time coming,” 
says Nikki Moore, outgoing legal 
counsel for the California News Pub- 
lishers Association, which trained 
members such as SF Weekly on the 
new legislation. “For people who have 
experienced loss or encounters with 
the police that have gone horribly 
wrong. ... That’s cathartic and gives 
families closure.” 

Law enforcement agencies may 
delay releasing information — 45 days 
under AB 748 and 60 days under SB 
1421 — if disclosure would impede an 
active investigation or give time to file 
criminal charges. After a year, it should 
prove by “clear and convincing evi- 
dence” that further delay is necessary. 

In other words, the public may now 
have access to previously locked-away 
records involving police misconduct 
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— although it could be months or 
years before they become known. For 
example, police fatally shot 21-year- 
old Jehad Eid at the Amazon Barber 
Shop on Geneva and Mission streets 
in March, and his family filed a lawsuit 
in December. Many more months 
may elapse before all the facts come 
to light. 

Further, the public still doesn’t 
have the full details in cases like the 
fatal shooting of Mario Woods in 
2015. A video of the shooting that 
cast doubt on officer accounts, which 
KQED obtained, was only recently un- 
sealed in October due to a lawsuit by 
Woods’ mother. 

While the laws don’t explicitly 
apply to or exclude incidents before 
Jan. 1, some police departments are 
trying to wiggle out of releasing files 
related to cases from before that date. 
The San Bernardino County Sheriff's 
Employees’ Benefit Association filed 


a petition on Tuesday to prevent its 
retroactive application, arguing that it 
violates the rights of law enforcement 
officers. 

Moore doesn't find that to bea 
winning legal argument, especially 
considering that the Legislature did 
not discuss any intent to leave out 
past cases and its members were 
moved by public sentiment around po- 
lice shootings and misconduct. 

But groups like CNPA and First 
Amendment Coalition are keeping 
an eye on a case involving the city of 
Hayward that could allow jurisdictions 
to charge money for the review and 
dispersing of public records. The Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court took up the case 
on Wednesday. 

Gov. Jerry Brown’s final stamp of 
approval prevents the shredding of 
similar records and rectifies his blocking 
of public access during his first term, in 
1978. A 2006 California Supreme Court 
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ruling expanded this confidentiality by 
preventing discipline issues from being 
discussed in open hearings held during 
commission meetings. 

The national mood toward police 
shootings has since shifted dramat- 
ically, thanks in part to movements 
such as Black Lives Matter. The fatal 
shooting of Stephon Clark in his 
grandmother’s backyard in Sacramento 
this March served as an example close 
to home as the Legislature debated SB 
1421 and AB 748. 

“The secrecy didn’t serve California 
and the public for the past 40 years,” 
Moore says. “If you hide corruption, 
you don’t get rid of it.” 

In 2019 and for the years to come, 
there could be a lot fewer places for 
that corruption to hide.

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Dance Locally, Dream Globally 


Museums are becoming the new locus of world cinema, especially from China.

For some of the world’s greatest 
cinematic works, the cinema isn’t the 
place to go. Nor Netflix. Nor anyplace on 
the internet, really. Rather, it’s art galler- 
ies and museums. Instead of a crowded 
theater or the familiarity of your living 
room, you see a film on a sizable screen 
surrounded by art and art-goers. Nice! 
And you can stay as long or little as you 
want. Even filmmakers acknowledge 
that fact, best exemplified by Christian 
Marclay’s epic 24-hour film The Clock, 
which rewards the viewer for any length 
of time. 

SFMOMA screened The Clock in 
2013 and it’s now drawing fans to Lon- 
don’s Tate Modern — but you don’t 
have to travel to Europe to take in an 
art film that’s stirring and exquisite to 
watch. As part of its new exhibit “Art 
and China after 1989: Theater of the 
World,” SFMOMA is exhibiting Cao 
Fei’s 20-minute video called Whose 
Utopia. Made in 2006, Whose Uto- 
pia documents life at a German-owned 
assembly plant in China’s Pearl River 
Delta, where scores of Chinese citizens 
make lightbulbs and other lighting 
products. The assembly work is tedious 
and fast-paced, but Cao turns it into 
visual poetry by having workers act out 
their dreams in the assembly plant’s 
aisles. 

One woman yearns to be a balle- 
rina. One man aspires to be a Tai Chi 
master. Another a guitarist. They don’t 
say a word. Instead, these anonymous 
workers — anonymous within the 
plant, and to Americans and other 
consumers who benefit from their 
cheap labor — dance and perform as 
if they’re on a Broadway stage. They 
perform when nobody’s there, and 
they perform when co-workers are just 
inches away. Cao overlays their actions 
in this video segment (called “Factory 
Fairytale”) with soulful guitar and 
piano music that by itself is profound- 
ly moving. And she does this after 
an earlier segment of scenes (called 
“Imagination of Product”) that show 
the assembly plant at full throttle. This 
opening montage — where we see and 
hear the machinery at work — is as 
artfully done as any segment by Ken 
Burns or Errol Morris. 

But Whose Utopia goes even farther 
with a third segment (called “My Fu- 
ture Is Not a Dream”) that has workers 
posing in normal work clothes within 
the assembly plant. They look at Cao’s 
camera as an English-speaking singer 
in the background sings these philo- 


sophical lines: “Part of your life had 
waxed and waned. / But to whom do 
you beautifully belong?” The song fea- 
tures whistling, piano, and harmonica, 
giving it a kind of lyrical element that’s 
reminiscent of Bob Dylan at his best. 
Whose Utopia asks a lot of ques- 
tions that are still worth asking on 
the eve of 2019 — questions about 
the merits of globalization, about the 
price workers pay to seek a better life, 
and about the dreams all people have 
even if they seem trapped in a spiral of 
thankless tasks. Whose Utopia is one of 
the best museum-screened videos of 
the past 20 years, a tour de force in its 
own quiet way, and a calling card that 
announced Cao Fei as a major force 
in filmmaking. She has since made a 
number of acclaimed pieces, and her 
presence in “Art and China after 1989: 
Theater of the World” is one of the 
most compelling reasons to visit this 
broad survey of art from China. 
Another compelling reason is Wang 
Xingwei'’s New Beijing painting from 
2001, a stunning portrait of murder 
and politics that’s a condemnation of

China’s post-Mao policies. Wang based 
the painting on a 1989 Associated 
Press photo of two bloodied students 
whom the Chinese military shot in the 
Tiananmen Square massacre. As in 
the photo, a bicyclist is hurrying the 
victims to a hospital in Wang’s rendi- 
tion, with the same stunned Chinese 
also helping and observing. But the 
students are now Emperor penguins 
in New Beijing. Wang has substituted 
two beloved animals in a work he 
made after the International Olympic 
Committee awarded China the 2008 
Summer Olympics, which Beijing slo- 
ganed, “New Beijing, Great Olympics.” 
Wang’s New Beijing is in the tradition 
of war paintings like Francisco Goya’s 
The Third of May 1808, which capture 
moments of madness that cry out for 
reflection — and museums are as good 
a place as any to do that. 

Ai Weiwei, who has critiqued Chi- 
na’s policies for many years — and 
whose practice in the country has 
suffered because of it — is well repre- 
sented in “Art and China after 1989: 
Theater of the World,” with photos, 
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sculpture, and video. But the exhibit is 
a chance to engage with artists who are 
less well-known in the West as Ai, and 
that includes photographer Liu Zheng, 
whose “The Chinese” series features 
miners, a drug dealer, and other people 
on China’s margins who are never real- 
ly seen in American popular media. 

China is a nation of 1.3 billion peo- 
ple, and its elites, like president Xi Jin- 
ping, are practically household names 
in the United States because of the 
ongoing trade war. China’s modern art 
— at least the art that’s now at SFMO- 
MA — acts as a kind of re-introduction 
to the rest of China. The exhibit rein- 
troduces us to their dreams and also to 
their nightmares. 

Another stirring film on view in 
San Francisco is Daniel Crooks’ sev- 
en-minute Vanishing Point, screening at 
the McEvoy Foundation for the Arts, 
which uses a train track that — slowly, 
surreally — take viewers into realms of 
the environment and the urban land- 
scape. Scene after scene unfolds, with a 
forest that dissolves into a small town, 
which dissolves into a desert vista, 


which dissolves into something else — 
and keeps dissolving. The only rough 
constant is the train track, the dronish 
music, and the point of view: It’s as if 
we re on the very front of the train, 
traveling in a dream series where we're 
the only living being for miles around. 
Vanishing Point is an artistic manifes- 
tation of the philosophy “It’s not the 
destination, it’s the journey.” 

Crooks’ video is part of the McEvoy 
Foundation for the Arts’ screen- 
ing-room exhibit, “Take Only Mem- 
ories, Leave Only Footprints,” which 
complements a much bigger exhibit 
about the environment called “No 
Time.” Among the highlights is Goshka 
Macuga’s irreverent 3D tapestry, Make 
Tofu Not War, wherein three people in 
animal costumes hang out in a deplet- 
ing forest using signage (“It’s Hot in 
Here”) to plead for more political par- 
ticipation. Funny and damning at the 
same time, Make Tofu Not War works 
even without 3D glasses. But the glass- 
es, which the foundation provides, 
make the tapestry even more jarring. 

The environment — and mankind’s 
imprint and imposition on it — has 
been a focus of Edward Burtynsky’s 
work for decades. His latest photo 
exhibit at Robert Koch Gallery, “Ed- 
ward Burtynsky: Anthropocene,” 
has him once again circling the skies 
and other aerial byways to document 
manmade contours of land and water. 
The patterns are downright beautiful. 
So beautiful you can’t believe they’re 
from mines, quarries, oil corridors, and 
other areas that portend trouble with 
a capital T. With unique images that 
document telling slices of the environ- 
ment, Burtynsky is as much an art car- 
tographer as he is a photographer.

On many days in November, artist 
Alicia McCarthy went on a lift that took her up- 
ward of eight stories high. She'd stay there for hours 
at a time — dangling in the air over the intersection 
of Market and Seventh streets as she and a phalanx 
of artists completed the giant painting that now 
fronts an outside wall of the San Francisco Proper 
Hotel. 

In the work — McCarthy’s biggest to date — 
waves of stripes intersect with other stripes, cre- 
ating a kaleidoscope of undulating lines. On the 
first day she did the painting, McCarthy felt her 
own legs undulating like never before. 

“It was an amazing and at times frightening 
experience,” McCarthy tells SF Weekly. “I appre- 
ciated being pushed out of my comfort zone. I’m 
not someone who's afraid of heights, but I’ve 
never worked even close to that size. And it’s a 
whole other thing to go up on this machinery 
that I’ve never trained on. We were harnessed in 
and everything, but the first time I went up my 
legs were definitely chattering. And in my mind | 
was like, ‘Can I actually fucking do this?’ ” 

She could. The mural happened after the Lug- 
gage Store Gallery, which McCarthy has worked 
with for years, partnered with the hotel to re- 
make the wall. McCarthy is a big art-world name. 


Now based in Oakland, she’s closely associated 
with the “Mission School” group (whose members 
included Barry McGee) that found inspiration in 
the Mission District in the early 1990s. 

Earlier this year, McCarthy and another Mis- 
sion School product, Ruby Neri, had a dual exhibit 
at BAMPFA. Last year, SFMOMA gave McCarthy 
one of its SECA Art Awards, saying her work con- 
tains “an undeniable energy.” It’s true. Her work 
on Market Street is like a whirling mix of rainbow 
colors — but with more color permutations. The 
wall, which measures 112 feet across and 85 feet 
high, now has more than 100 hues. Bands of color 
are Alicia McCarthy’s most recognizable motif. 

For her Market Street work, McCarthy is quick 
to cite the other artists who collaborated with 
her: Kieran Swan, Caleb Hughes, Oliver Hawk 
Holden, Josh Edwards — and Darryl Smith. 
Smith is the co-director of the Luggage Store 
Gallery, which not only arranged for the wall but 
also for funding, including that from the Some- 
land Foundation (headed by Twitter co-founder 
Evan Williams and his wife, Sara) and from San 
Francisco’s Office of Economic and Workforce 
Development. In fact, Smith tells SF Weekly that 
McCarthy’s work is the first of a three-part series 
that will soon lead to a new mural in the area 
by Chad Hasegawa. Smith also says the funding 
allowed McCarthy to use high-quality paint that 
will last for many years. 

As McCarthy and the other artists worked 
on the mural in November, pedestrians walking 
along Market would stop in their tracks. Even 
while it was in progress, the work was highly 
photographed for Instagram and other social 


media. Now that the work is complete, McCarthy 
has an even deeper appreciation for the work’s 
location on the edge of the Tenderloin, which has 
been gentrifying — but is still a neighborhood in 
transition. McCarthy is still coming to terms with 
the work’s size. 

“T used to live in the Tenderloin. I truly love 
that area. So I’m happy it’s there, as opposed to 
a fancy part of town,” McCarthy says. “I like the 
idea of accessibility of public work, that’s outside

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of institutions. But I have trepidation about the 
idea that I have so such space in the city. I’m still 
contending with that. I used to frequent that 
part of San Francisco a lot. I’m trying to put it 
out of my head that [the mural] exists. But I’ve 
been trying in the past few years to walk towards 
opportunities that I feel grateful for. And I spend 
so much time alone in my studio that it was really 
great to do something like this, with people I’m 
really close with.”

The World Before Your Feet

Jeremy Workman’s documentary 

The World Before Your Feet follows up 
Green through much of this, creating 
both a portrait of New York’s many 
secrets and of white male privilege. 
Workman is less concerned with the 
chronology of Green’s walk than 

what he learns about the city — the 
timeline frequently gets all Jeremy 
Bearimy when Green points out 
recurring motifs in architecture or 
signage, and Workman cuts between 
seasons mid-sentence. The extent 

of Green’s privilege becomes clear 
when he meets Garnette Cadogan, 

a writer from Jamaica who's also a 
compulsive city-walker but who has 
to take great pains to appear as safe 
and non-threatening as possible when 
Walking While Black — no hoodies or 
dark clothing, and no sudden move- 
ments. Meanwhile, the savant-like 
Green can just walk into any situa- 
tion wearing his standard uniform 

of a shorts, button-down shirt, and 

a baseball cap, and he’s perpetual- 

ly couch-surfing with strangers. It 
doesn’t make The World Before Your 
Feet less enjoyable, but it’s a reminder 
that world isn’t equally before every- 
one’s feet.

“Which side would you like with 
the shrimp?” the cashier at Isla Vida 
asked. When my friend and [ hesitated, 
she added. “And don’t ask me, because 
they’re all good.” 

She said it with a twinkle in her eye, 
and the combination of justified swag- 
ger and mild impatience made us both 
laugh, because we were having a hard 
time deciding. And you know what? 
She was right: All the sides are good. 

Isla Vida is one of those restaurants 
that makes reviewing restaurants such 
a joy, because eating there is a joy. Up 
and down the line, the dishes are fla- 
vorful, the vibe is full of good humor, 
and the staff is obviously invested in 
everyone's enjoyment. I'll just drop my 
only complaint right here: They need to 
bring you a bowl for bones because the 
plates fill up quickly with detritus. But 
that’s all I really got. 

Fast-casual Isla Vida is a successor 
to the full-service Farmerbrown. When 
that 13-year-old Tenderloin soul food 
joint closed a few weeks ago, it caused 
a stronger-than-average ripple of 
sadness through the eaterati, not only 
because it was so good, but because it 
hung on for such a long time in sucha 
challenging part of town. (‘The first time 
I went was for a holiday party with an 
open bar, and oh Lord, was I full when I 
left.) Chef-owner Jay Foster shuttered 
Farmerbrown owing to high operating 
costs, but his satellite location at SFO 
remains up and running — and his sev- 
en-year-old Little Skillet got a thorough 
renovation in Mid-Market earlier this 
year. 

So this project comes with a strong 
provenance, and co-owner Matthew 
Washington is a Fillmore native who'd 
longed to open something up in his 
neighborhood. So the space that used 
to be the (also much-missed) Black Bark 
BBQ got a new paint job with several 
trim colors, to the point where even 
an outside vent is an eye-catching tur- 
quoise-on-hot-pink. The ceiling tiles are 
floral, too. 

But the food is the thing, and Isla 
Vida is, frankly, killing it. Juicy and im- 
peccably seasoned, the wood-fired Cu- 
ban chicken ($8 for a quarter, $12 fora 
half, $18 for a whole) is citrusy and low 
on heat, because you have two options 
to spice it up, an herbaceous green sea- 
soning paste that comes in a little cup 
or a tableside bottle of electric-orange 
mango-habanero sauce. They also apply 
to the jerk chicken alternative, which,

while it isn’t cooked over charcoal, is 
equally moist and flavorful all the way 
to the bone. And it’s not on the menu, 
but Isla Vida also has a “bumbaclot 
sauce” that burns and burns (the word 
is basically Jamaican for “douchebag”). 

The garlic shrimp ($17.75), served 
with the heads intact and accompanied 
by a green salad plus some pickled 
onions, are just as tangy-sweet as they 
are garlicky, and the tamarind sauce 
that glazes them goes great with the 
even sweeter tostones, or twice-fried 
plantains — if that happens to be the 
side that you order, as my friend and 
I did after getting teased. Guava ribs 
($16.95), so wholly unlike any U.S. 
barbecue style I know of, don’t so much 
fall off the bone as expel it, and they 
contrast nicely with the earthy congyri, 
that Cuban black-beans-and-rice side 
dish sometimes known as Moors and 
Christians. 

These are not gut-busting portions, 
but apart from Nigel Jones at Kaya, 
there’s not a lot of this food happening 
around town. (Media Noche in the Mis- 
sion is a wholly different take on Cuban 
food.) And for a break from all the meat, 
a snappily dressed avocado mango salad 
($13) is a citrus-forward palate cleanse, 


with a few plantain chips for crunch. 
Someone at Isla Vida — or, more like- 
ly, just about everyone — is paring, 
peeling, chopping, and squeezing an 
enormous amount of fruit. Even the 
carafes standing at attention near the 
water station are pre-iced, with slices of 
orange and lime. 

Brunch is a separate happening. 
Sprinkled with sugar, the empana- 
da-like guava cheese pastries (three for 
$6.50) have that immensely satisfying 
outer shell around a flaky middle, anda 
subtle interior. A ribeye-steak-and-egg 
Cubano ($15.50) sounds like it might be 
a little extra for late morning, but the 
meat is already cut up in small pieces 
before the sandwich gets pressed, and 
the hash browns on the side are a bit 
of Little Skillet peeking through. Even 
the veggie scramble, something that 
appears on every brunch menu in the 
galaxy, comes in distinct layers, of light- 
ly vinegary greens over the egg over a 
sweet-ish tomato sauce you can mop up 
with a few pieces of bread. To make the 
implicit explicit: A lot of dishes, brunch 
and dinner, are either vegetarian or 
gluten-free. And in general, everything 
Isla Vida does plays with sweetness in 
varying degrees, tempering it from all 
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sides with various other flavor notes, 
chiefly smoke, citrus, and heat. 

While they don’t serve alcohol, 
they’re lighting the way for how to 
make non-alcoholic beverages feel like 
more than an afterthought. Beyond 
the sparkling guava limeade, there’s a 
hibiscus punch with a wonderful nose 
— and it’s only $2. The $6 Mateo Man- 
go, almost lassi-like in its thickness, 
is just a treat. All of them are house- 
made, it almost goes without saying. 
At every visit, someone came out to 
check on us multiple times, just to see 
how everything was going. By the end 
of my second visit, we'd all graduated 
to handshakes. By the third, flirting. 
The intangible elements, what makes 
eating at Isla Vide feel like you're swept 
up in something special, are all in place. 
TL;DR: I fucking love this restaurant 
so hard.

Shannon and the Clams

When it comes to Shannon 
Shaw’s voice, words simply fail to do it 
justice. 

Over the course of her decade-long 
career as the frontwoman of the Oak- 
land outfit Shannon and the Clams, 
many have tried to capture the essence 
of Shaw’s vocals, but comparisons to 
doo-wop divas of the past and pop-star 
powerhouses of the present ignore 
the reality that her pipes truly have 
no equivalent. Paired with the musi- 
cianship of guitarist Cody Blanchard, 
Shaw’s voice is a contagion of emo- 
tions unleashed on an underground 
sock hop. 

Known for a sound that combines 
elements of Phil Spector-era girl 
groups, basement punk, and rockabilly, 
Shannon and the Clams are a local 
favorite who are finally beginning to 
enjoy some long-deserved industry 
recognition. 

In a year largely blighted by political 
storm clouds and sobering headlines, 
the band infused a bit of brightness 
with the release of their sixth record, 
Onion. The album also marks a change 
of labels for the group, who signed 
with Dan Auerbach’s Easy Eye Sound 


SFWEEKLY.COM 
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after the Black Keys frontman heard a 
Clams song while record shopping and 
invited them to his Nashville studio. 
Shaw made the most of the oppor- 
tunity by also recording her debut solo 
album, Shannon in Nashville, with a 
team of acclaimed session musicians 
who'd previously worked with the likes 
of Elvis Presley and Roy Orbison. 
“People don’t think of them as indi- 
vidual people,” Shaw says of the artists 
she worked with on Shannon in Nash- 
ville, “because you don't really get to 
know them. You get to know the star 
that has their name on the album. One 
of the most interesting and humbling 
parts about working with them has 
been getting to know their style. That 
I can hear a song I’ve heard my whole 
life growing up and now notice the fla- 
vor that these musicians add with new 
ears is really super-cool for me.” 
Following her solo sessions, Shaw 
returned with Blanchard, keyboardist 
Will Sprott, and drummer Nate Mahan 
to record arguably the Clams’ strongest 
album to date. However, while Onion 
may have been cut in Nashville, its 
heart still largely belongs to Oakland. 
In fact, several tracks on Onion 
address the grief and sorrow Shaw and 
Blanchard experienced in the wake of 
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the 2016 Ghost Ship warehouse trage- 
dy. On “Backstreets,” Blanchard sings 
about the kind of person who sees 
spaces like the Ghost Ship as a refuge 
from a misguided world. With “Don’t 
Close Your Eyes,” Shaw employs surf 
guitar and rich melodies to stump for 
hope in even the darkest of times. 

With the blood of Oakland forever 
in their veins, it’s thus fitting that 
Shannon and the Clams will bid adieu 
to 2018 with a New Year’s Eve show at 
the New Parish. 

“It can be such a bummer holiday 
sometimes, Blanchard explains. “So 
we wanted to do something.” 

In this case, that something is a sci- 
fi themed New Year’s Eve prom — a 
delightfully outlandish concept that 
harkens back to Shaw’s upbringing in 
Napa, where the best type of entertain- 
ment was the kind you made yourself. 

“IT come from a small town that is 
very un-fun,’ Shaw says, “so I’ve always 
had to be like, ‘OK, am I going to be 
depressed and overthink everything, 
or am I going to do my own thing and 
find fun?’ I feel like that’s Oakland’s 
spirit, too.” 

For those who attended this sum- 
mer’s Outside Lands music festival, the 
Clams’ upcoming gig may be an encore 


performance. Despite enjoying a size- 
able and loyal following in the greater 
Bay Area, Shaw confesses that she was 
“totally blown away” by the crowd the 
band amassed during their Friday af- 
ternoon set. 

“We literally played at 11:10 a.m.,” 
she says. “I wanted to cry the whole 
time I was on stage. We do great in San 
Francisco and the Bay Area. It’s our 
hometown, but never did I imagine we 
could pack a stage on a Friday before 
lunch in this massive place. It seriously 
made my heart soar all across the Polo 
Fields that day.” 

At the moment, the Clams aren’t 
entirely sure what’s next. Blanchard 
expresses a desire to tour in Japan and 
Central America. Shaw has dreams of 
performing on a panoply of television 
programs: The Ellen Show, Conan, and 
Saturday Night Live. 

“T would love to write stuff for 
soundtracks,” Blanchard adds. “I'd love 
to write for other people. That would 
be amazing, actually. I would also love 
to put out my own record — I’ve been 
working on some other stuff that’s to- 
tally different.” 

“T would like to write a song for 
Danzig,’ Shaw counters. “I would love 
to write Danzig the perfect song.” 

What’s clear is that Shannon and 
the Clams aren't in a rush. Having built 
their career on slow, steady steps, they 
find themselves at a crossroads. If the 
world isn’t their oyster, they can at 
least be certain of their status as one 
of Oakland’s most cherished pearls. 

“We've been doing so much shit,” 
Shaw concludes. “We just keep doing 
more and more stuff. I don’t think 
any of us are thinking about slowing 
down. I feel like we’re in a really good, 
beautiful stride right now. It’s been an 
army crawl up a steep mountain, but it 


feels good.”

SAVAGE LOVE \ [WO BREAKUPS, ONE BRAKE ON

I'm a thirtysomething straight woman married for 
16 years. Eighteen months ago, Imet a man and there 
was an immediate attraction. For the first 15 months of 
our relationship, I was his primary sexual and intimate 
partner, as both sex and intimacy were lacking in his 
marriage. (My husband knew of the relationship from 
the start and is accepting for the most part.) After my 
lover's wife found out about me, she suddenly became 
very responsive to my lover's sexual and emotional 
needs. My lover has told his wife that he will not let me 
go. He has also told me that he is not willing to let his 
wife go. She isn’t happy about being in a triad relation- 
ship, but she allows him to continue seeing me with lim- 
itations. I am no longer his primary sex partner, and I 
have been relegated to the back seat. He claims to love us 
both, yet his wife and I both struggle knowing the other 
exists. Recently while out shopping, my lover asked me 
to help him pick out a Christmas gift for his wife. I got 
upset because I am in love with him, and I have made 
him my priority (over my husband), but I am not his pri- 
ority. I love this man, and we feel we are soul mates. My 
lover has said that if we fall apart, he will have to find a 
new secondary partner because his wife can never give 
him the soulful fulfillment he needs. Should I continue 
in this relationship? 

Soul Mate Avoids Choice Knowingly 


You complain about being relegated to the back 
seat, SMACK, but it’s your husband whose existence 
only comes up in parenthetical asides. You also 
describe this relationship as a triad when there are 
four people involved (you, your lover, your lover’s 
wife, and your husband), which technically makes 
this a quad. And from the sound of things, only one 
member of this messy quad seems happy—your 
lover, the guy who refuses to make you a “priority” 
over his wife. 

And while you've convinced yourself that your 
lover feels as strongly for you as you do for him— 
“we feel we are soul mates”—it kindasorta sounds to 
me like you may be projecting, SMACK.

Success rests 
on the outside chance your lover was bluffing when 
he said he’d replace you, but I suppose it’s possible 
he regards you as the irreplaceable one and only said 
those hurtful things to make you think he wouldn't 
choose you when you are the one he would've cho- 
sen all along. If it turns out that this was the case, 
SMACK, you'll wind up with your soul mate... who 
happens to be kindasorta cruel and manipulative. 

Calling your lover's bluff—ending a relationship 
that, in its current form, brings you no joy—is your 
only hope of having this guy to yourself. But the 
likelier outcome is that you'll be left alone (with, 
um, your husband).

As a general rule, one should never drag out an 
inevitable breakup. We should break up with peo- 
ple promptly to spare our exes the humiliation of 
thinking back over the last few months or (God for- 
bid!) the last few years and recalling every painfully 
ambiguous or deceitfully upbeat conversation about 
Our Shared Future. Another good reason to break up 
with someone promptly: A person (not the person) 
your ex could spend the rest of their life with might 
cross their path two months from now—and if 
they’re still with you then or still reeling from a very 
recent breakup, they won't say yes (old-fashioned) or 
swipe right (newfangled). 

But there are exceptions to every rule, DUMP, 
and I think your case qualifies. And as with many 
exceptions to many rules, your exception honors 
the spirit of the rule itself. Both reasons I cite for 
breaking up with someone promptly—to spare your 
soon-to-be ex’s feelings, to get out of the way of your 
soon-to-be ex’s future—are about being considerate 
of your soon-to-be ex. And that’s just what you're 
doing: You want to end this relationship now, but 
you re going to wait six months because you don't 
want to derail your soon-to-be-ex girlfriend’s educa- 
tion or career prospects. So out of consideration for 
her, DUMB, you should coast for a bit longer.
